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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As discussed before the applicant's argument 
that Lau fails to disclose retention at the proximal end is incorrect. Either end of Lau can be interpreted as the proximal end, which meets 
the claim requirements. Furthermore inview of the applicant's interpretation the most proximal loop is still at the proximal end. The claim 
does not recite that the loops must be at the most proximal end of the device. The applicants second argument that.the device is not 
retained on the guidewire catheter is incorrect because the entire looping retention structure of Lau is intended to retain the device on the 
guidewire catheter. The compression of the deive causes the retention. The applicant's final argument that the lobes of Lau are not of 
different sizes has been addressed before. The top portion is being interpreted as 2 separate lobes and the bottom portion is being 
interpreted as a single larger lobe. For those reasons the examiner maintains the final rejection.. 
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
